. Our other two lizards are leas com- 
monly seen. One, the western skink, 
occurs in the Lower Okanagan Valley 
and in the Nelson area. In this species 
the tail of the young is a brilliant cobalt 
blue in color and it is readily dropped 
as in the case of the alligator lizard. 

The horned -lizard (sometimes called 
horned “toad”) is a desert species con- 
fined to the driest part of the Okanagan 
around Osoyoos. Since none have been 
captured for many years they may have 
disappeared from our province. 


REFUGEE CAMP NEAR BERLIN 


They Left Behind All They Had 


UST an hour or so ago I sat in a raw- 

boned little room in the refugee camp 

of the suburb of Marienfelde and 

watched and listened intently as a stark 

chapter of the human story unfolded 
itself. : 

Before a court of three Germans sat 
a family of four that had just escaped 
across the border from Communist- 
controlled East Germany. They were 
but four of 2,600 in the camp at that 
moment, but four of 3,200,000 that have 
come across since 1945. But for these 
four ‘this was it. 

The. man was perhaps 55, well 
dressed, well spoken, unrattied. A few 
days ago he had, with his wife and 
older sister and young son, simply 
walked from his home and his business. 

They had-had a very good living, he 
had owned the business and employed 
60 people. A year or so ago his orders 
began drying up and he also had trouble 
The authorities came 
to him and suggested he allow them 
to invest partially into the business but 
that he should remain in control. He 
fell for it; or had to, 

Once the door was opened the gov- 
ernment walked in for all it was worth,- 
socialized the place, organized its work- 
ers ‘and put the control under political 
authority. 


Commies Moved In 


A few months ago a Soviet engineer 
was in town and said he'd like to talk 
to our man about his business, Would 
our man. co-operate with the Com 
munisjs a little more, pleas®? Our man 
asked what that would mean. The an- 
swer was vague. The engineer said he 
would—return, and he did. Our man 
again declined interest but the Com- 
munist went away with the ominous 
words that he would return again 
shortly.

Better to remain in 
your own home and business and suf- 
fer the discomforts of communism, or 
to throw all away, to risk your family's 


“health and happiness, to risk jail, to 


risk long unemployment, to risk per- 
manent unsuitable employment? 

The man talked earnestly, answering 
questions gently put him with a vigor 
that belied the fact that apart from our- 
selves and the three judges there was 
nobody else in that sparse little room. 
Again and again I felt he was speaking 
to himself too, I was right, he seemed 
to be saying, it could not have gone on, 
this had to be. 3 

The elderly men of the tribunal were 
not judges nor lawyers but mere men, 
so to speak, trained in the job of inter- 
rogation.

I regret that in writing about psy- President Eisenhower an

born without any sense of decency, con- 
sideration’ for others, shame, or desire for 
self-improvement, I did 
not emphasize sufficiently 
the fact that, for every 
one of these, there can be 
50 youngsters who have 
a good brain, but who get 
into mischief and perhaps 
get arrested, 

Many of these young- 
sters promptly learn their 
lesson, and never have any 
trouble again. Others 
can be rehabilitated. In 
many, cases, I think any wise old doctor, psy- 
chiatrist, judge, or policeman should be 
able to tell in a few minutes which type of 
boy is before him. 

I always like to ask the mother what her 
boy' was like as he was growing up. In 
some cases she says he wah “different” from 
the day he was born. He may always have 
been hard to discipline or to contro! in any 


way. In the cases of all of these boys, elec- 


troencephalograms should’ be made. Often 
these records made .of the. tiny electric 
currents of the brain show that the boy has 
inherited an abnormality of the brain, per- 
haps related to a disease that produced 
epilepsy in some ancestor. ‘ 

» Also, the boy should be/ examined by. a 
neurologist: who, according to my friend, 
Dr. G,’'N. Thompson, an. expert on deling- 
uents; will. find in pertiaps 94 per cent of 
the cases, some physical - abnormalities, 
These, again, show that the child’s nervous 
system -never developed perfectly.

The 
usually hopeless type of delinquent is the 
one who was born mentally abnormal—- 
without a conscience Theoretically, such a 
person ought to be kept in som sort of a 
mental hospital, ‘but because he has no 
delusions or hallucinations and because, 
when he wishes to, he‘can be charming and 
ingratiating, commitment ts not possible. 

Many parents with ample means spend 
enormous sums on psychiatric treatment of 
their psychopathic son; but, as Dr. Thomp- 
son says, this cannot do any good when in 
the lad there is no foundation on which one 
can build. My experience, and that of 
several psychiatrists, agrees entirely with 
his.

I was just reading the interesting story 
of the ill health of Alfred, Lord Tennyson, 
who throughout his long life kept going into 
depressions. He was the fourth of 12 
chiJdren. His father, a scholarly but tem- 
peramerital minister, suffered from moods 
of deep depression. In them he would take 
to drink, ahd would become violent. In 
school, Alfred and his two older’ brothers 
were brilliant. All three could write good 
poetry. One of them, Charles, became 
addicted. to opium. Among the younger 
brothers, Edward was soon committed to 
a mental hospital. Arthur had to be treated 


for alcoholism, and Septimus was depressed. : 


When Arthur Hallam died, Alfred bécame 
depressed and suicidal. For—a while, he 
drank heavily. His sistér also.went into a 


* nervous breakdown. After losing all of his 


money, Alfred spent more than a year ina 
hospital with constant panics and horrors. 
Throughout the rest of his life, “he had 
frequent plunges into deep melancholia,” 

One would think that mental disease 
appearing in six out of 12 of the childrev¥ 
of an alcoholic and violent father would 
suggest that heredity is an important factor 
in producing psychoses, but today the taboo 
against accepting an obvious conclusion is 
very strong. Psychiatrists: usually assure 
me that in these cases the home environ- 
ment just must have been bad.
